Charloc Taylor writes in the Globe and Mail that at a meeting 
of the World Dank the U.S. proposed multilateral assistance 
to South Vietnam, and is putting pressure on other nations to 
support their proposal. 

Reports suggest that Canada and Japan ez-e two of the countries 
that support the 0.5. plan. 

Stuart Leggatt asked Mr. MncEachen whether Canada had committed 
itself to a World Bank grant to aid South Vietnam and Thieu, 
and the kind cif reply he got was what we have learned to expect 
from any Canadian official that has been involved in our 
hypocritical dealings with that country. 

Would you please care to explain the Canadian Government 
position, and confirm or deny whether you intend to continue 
supporting the present government in South Vietnam? 

U.S. congress has voted to cut their aid to South Vietnam. 

If the U.S. administration can pressure other friondljr nations 
to commit their taxpayers money to supporting Thieu, then 
Mr. Ford, Kissinger and Rockefeller will consider approval has 
been given for their policy of continuing the war in Vietnam.
